The Peubody Fund-Letter from the General
Agent on its Disteibution,

The Rev, Dr. Sears, veneral agent of the Pea-
body Southern Bduestional Fond, wrote as fol-
lows from Staunton, Va,, on July 10:—

The trustees have decided to co-operate with
State systems (of public instruction) as far as
wesible,  We hope to do so with Louisians. and

see no great diftieanlty, if the two races are
Plieed in separate schools, I belleve there are
no mixed schools In Florida, South Caroling,
North Caroline, or any other State: nor can 1
suppose that Louisinon will venture on so hald
an experiment.

If, under the Stste law, no schools are main-
tnined but such as are attended by colored chil-
dren, or if, virtually, the colored children, and
they alone, are provided for by laty, we must
look particularly after the white children,

Im yonking our arrangements with towns, our
Judgnnent st be gulded, first, by the amount
ralsed by the people: sceondly, by the populn-
Hon to be provided for, Our contribution is not
@ charity to poor ehlldren, but an CReUTrALINOnL
to communities. The people must contribate
something—say three-fourth=, or more, of the
amount needed W support a frec public sehool
In their midst, and a certaln nowmber of ehildren
to be provided for should also be reported, 2o
thut we 1mony know  wlint supplementary aid is
required, ench vear, to render the sehool pr-
manent und snecossful,

Both the trustees and Mr. Penbody are warmly
attached to our plan as it now is, partienlarly to
that feature of it which relates to public schoals,
[ conmot vet suy, however, whnt amount can be
grunted the coming year, 11 we ean work more
advaptageously in Loujsiana than elsewhore, wo
can justly and wisely do more than we conld do
otherwise; hnt if the children for whom we [ro-
vide will not attend the schools, we must with-
draw our ald and Lestow 1y olsewhere. . =

I wish you to exercise a wise discretion in this
maiter, .l!u deased to ot the ]M?'-'Pl"- kunow thnt
the way in which they nse our contribution one
year will detorming the question whether it
shall be renewed.
